THERK was a time when when we heard 


of hell on the Wabasli. The cordition of 
affairs that brought about this .expression 
was good order itself compared with the 
seismic disturbances that now prevail on 
the Sangamon.

polish, and if rubbed with lead, zinc or tin, 
and afterward with a burnisher of glass, it

The public interest in the water question 


has been intensified by the articles on the 
subject published in THE KEVIEW. Be- 
lieving that the agitation of this matter will 
result in n more intelligent solution of the 
difltculty, our reporter, iu pursuit of fur- 
ther light, yesterday interviewed George K. 
P>acon, Esq., n member of the board ot fire 
commissioiHvs. 


Mr. liacon said that it was embarrassing 


to histi to give expression to his views on a 
matter really interminable only by a thor- 
oughly competent engineer. 
However, if 


he thought that anything he could say 
would have any influence in awakening the 
people of Decatur to a sense of the import- 
ance of promptly seeking a remedy for the 
present dangerously defective system of wa- 
ter supply, he would cheeifully add his con- 
tribution to the discussion. 


The failure of pressure is attributable to 


three causes. First, the worn out condition 
of the valves in the pumps. 
Second, the 


sniallness of the lateial supply pipes. Third, 
the increased number of taps. The more 
taps there are, the less water. That is a fact 
not to be questioned. 
To improve the pres 


sure we must Gist put the works in first- 
class condition and then insreasethe sizeoi 
the distributing mains. Ths lU-inch main 
must go across the Wabash railroad, and 
tho 13-inch mains, must bi- continued west 
or northwest, aud the farther, tho better. 
We .should start from these with the next 
•smaller MW>; say fiom Jie 10-incl), with a 
14-inc'i, and from (he 12 inch, with a 10 
inch; they must not be decreased too rap- 
idly. If I could have my own way and had 
the money, the farther J ran the mains the 
larger 1 would make them, in order to over 
come the friction incidental td the long 
Mictchof pipe. Engineering, in my opin- 
ion, is only the application ot good, com 
uion sense to the problem in hand; but the 
power of so applying common sense is pos- 
sessed in a greater degree by men who have 
applied themselves to it and have had the 
necessary experience. 
To satisfactorily 


solve the quest ion of what is necessary to 
secure the requisite pressure, it would be 
wise to secure the services of a competent 
engineer, who should Investigate and deter- 
mine wnat should be done, and then follow 
his advice. Mr. Muellw'n suggestion of ctit- 
olT vahes-, so as to conccnlrate power in 
paiticuiar locnlitio,, is a good one.

They are not profitable to 
i lie city, because the charges for their use 
are not laigo enough to pay for the water • 
used. It a proper price were charged it 
would make them so expensive to run that 
those who use them would soon substitute 
cheaper motors. A.s to the stand pipe sys- 
tem, 
1 can't say how or what sized mains 


.should be run from them, but imagine that 
iliey should be of properly proportioned 
sixes, in different directions. It' a stand 
pipe weu- used, 1 thin!; nn auxiliary pres- 
sure might be st'cured by so arranging the 
pumps as to |;;m. them temporarily iliscon- 
nucti'd fiom t:,e stand pipe and used as ex-

As to filter-, 1 will say that I don't be- 


lieve a filler ot small size will ever run a 
large tjuantitj of w a t t i through in a short 
time without fouling. Jt should be cleansed 
ImiuenlJy. 1 don't think we can ever get 
a filter, constructed on the plan of the pres- 
ent (ine, that will be permanent. My plan 
would Lie to construct a reservoir paiallel 
with the river, its bottom, say 10 feet below 
the bottom of the river, piotected by banks 
high enough to prevent flooding by high 
water and then let tlie water percolate 
tlnougli the intervening prism of earth, 
alter the manner by which water percolates 
through the earth into a draining ditch or 
oidinaiy cistern. 
Its contiguity to the 


river, J believe, would furnish an ample 
supply of clear water, filtered by natural 
piocess. This reservoir would have to be 
of only moderate si/.e, and comparatively 
inexpensive in construction. 
The water 


thus percolated would be as pure as can be 
obtained by filtration; certainly as pure as 
can be had by having water flowthroiign an 
arrangement which is iu effect only a large 
tjpe of what farmers call a "blind ditch." 


The only present method, in my judg- 


ment, of increasing the fire pressure, is to 
keep tlie machinery in perfect order and 
enlarge the distributing mains. 


After all, it is still a question whether 


foice power or stand pipe will give us the 
lire pre-sure denandcd by a growing city, 
and whether we will not yet have to come 
to the old stand by, a steam 
engine. 


With the mains reaching far cut towards 


i lie, corporate limits, lofty buildings being 
constantly constructed to meet tlie growing 
demands of bu iiibss, and an ever increasing 
nurnbei of taps, is it feasible to put on suf- 
ficient powei at the water works to raise 
water to the height necessary in case of 
lire, without, bursting il.e main's? 


II is a question whether it would not be 


more prudent und more economical to have 
necessary steam power in such u shape ns 
to have it exerted ;it the particular place 
needed, with no strain on any pipe except 
the hose pipe, and with no I notion to con- 
tend with except that of the few feet of 
ho se between it and the fire, than to haw 
Uiat (iteiru power located at the water 
\voiks, a mile or more from the scene of 
c'liiiUgration. 1 believe that it will be 
found ihat force power at the works, or a 
laud pipe, is sufficient to carry the water to 
the ordinary consumer, but not to fight lire 
-ur-o-ssftilly. 
Chicago dares not depend on 


her stand pipe for fire preasuie. At points 
three miles removed, it is ditlicult to get 
water into the third stories for ordinary 
consumption. II might be well not to de- 
pi'nri too confidently on either force pros- 
iiroor stand-pipe pressure for th«-u°e of 
nit- file departnieiu, but to invest piomptly 
a few dollars in the purchase* of a steam .'ire 
engine.
